Thanks for your mailing of l/23. 

In your letter of l/21, you indicated that you had misinterpreted the 
elliptical remarks in my letter of l/l 5. I have not told anyone about the 
information you have indicated to me. Several years ago Turner and X discussed 
the subject.

(Sudden paranoid ixm; thought 
could they have deliberately not given Saory the CD material which I have sent him 
so as to invite a weak suit?)
